our opinion, it was not sound political wisdom 
that prompted the presentation of a set of reso- 


lutions in the caucus of Democratic members at the 
opening of Congress, by one of the members from 
New York. We are not accustomed to look to 
New York for a high degree of political opinion 
just now. The resolutions presented nothing new; 
they marked no decisive step on the part of the 
party; they neither enunciated new doctrine nor 
made the old any more clear. There was nothing 
objectionable in them and our understanding is that 
they were rejected more because of displeasure at 
their being offered than because of anything they 
contained. 
Briefly the resolutions pledged the 


Democratic party to tariff revision, carrying out the 
promises made to Cuba and Porto Rico, opposition 
to making a colony out of the Philippines, and in- 
sisting on the right of Americans for their inhabi- 
tants and opposition to ship subsidies. 
All this is 


in the Democratic creed. Most of it is in the Dem- 
ocratic platform and has been endorsed by the Dem- 
ocratic members of Congress. There could be no 
opposition to the resolutions themselves. 


They were opposed, however, and because of 


the presumption shown in offering them. It was 
resented as an attempt at dictation ou the part of 
New York leaders. 
While members were willing 


to work along those lines, they were unwilling that 
New York should assume the leadership and mark 
out their policy. 
The whole matter is this. The 


Democratic party has declared its policy in national 
convention. That is as far as it should be shaped 
by declarations. 
Congressmen are not called upon 


to prepare platforms for their conduct at each ses- 
sion. The platform on which they were elected 
should be good enough for them. 
Acting upon 


Democratic principles, they will oppose the Repub- 
lican policy on tariffs, colonization and subsidies 
just as well as though they had adopted the pro- 
posed resolution. The resolutions are said to have 
been prompted by Mr. Shepard. He is a man of 
ability, but must learn something of policy. An- 
other resolution was considered of such importance 
that it was introduced separately. It declared the 
silver question settled by popular majorities and 
demanded that the settlement be recognized by 
statutory recognition of gold as the monetary stan- 
dard. This was promptly voted down. Although 
the silver question is not likely to come to the front 
during present conditions, when the conditions 
change, as they will sooner or later, the Democratic 
party will stand ready to work for bimetalism. 


These clumsy attempts to get the party together 


are to be regretted. 
The party will get together 


better if it is let alone and self appointed doctors 
keep out of the way. There has not been and 
there will not be a change in De nocratic principles. 
There is very likely to be a change in issues. But 
issues are not created by resolutions. They arise 
from action. Republican policies and Democratic 
opposition to the Republican policy of legislation 
for favored classes will create issues on which the 
party will be united and in earnest.

brutal and inhuman, so he will introduce a resolu- 
tion stating that such contests are contrary to the 
intents and purpose* of the government in sending 
boys to West Point and Annapolis to be instructed 
in warfare, and is not included in the curriculum 
His resolution will ask that in the event of perma- 
nent injury to a cadet of either academy, he shall 
be entitled to a pension on the ground that the in- 
jury was incurred in the line of public duty. The 
Maryland Representative is a "sissy." The boys 
are not compelled to play football. They musl 
maintain their academic standing or they cannot 
remain in the schools to play football. They are 
expected to stand hard knocks of all kinds. One 
purpose of their training is to make them physically 
sound and healthy, and a lad in that condition 
needs strenuous exercise to work off his exuberant 
vitality. The falls on the football field are not often 
harder than they get in the riding school, and their 
injuries are not often so severe as some that have 
been inflicted by hazers at West Point.

The object of the meeting was to 


bring the farmers of eastern Nevada 
nto closei relations with the work of 
the Agricultural Experiment Station. 


With this end in view, a carefully ar- 


ranged program was presented. This 
:onsisted oartly of addresses dealing 
.vith puielj practical subjects and in 
part of lectures setting forth In an easy 
popular stj le those underlying prin- 
ciples which have made the real prac- 
tical advances in agriculture possible 


Among the addresses dealing directly 


with farm practice, were two by Mr . 
Dottn, the Station Entomologist
